New Elections 

PETROGRAD, Jan. 13.--A_ decree 
was published today giving to local 
councils of soldiers and workmen's 
delegates the right to hold new elec- 
tions to replace the delegates of the 
constituent assembly who are deemed 
not to represant the interests of the 
masses of workmen or peasants, This 
step was taken as the best means of 
combatting the political elements 
which hope to use the constituent as- 
sembly as a weapon against the Bol- 
shevtkt -rovernment. 

This evidently means another delay 
in the assembly of the consiituent as- 
sembly, which was arranged by the 
Kerensky government to decide on the 
future form of Russia’s political in- 
structions, Some of the delegatees 
have been in Petrograd fer several 
weeks, Vhe Bolsheviki government 
fixed January 18 for the opening of 
the assembly, providing a quorum 
should be present. The latest returns 
showed the Bolsheviki to have a ma-

Three of these buttons have made 
thelr appearance In Edmonton during 
the past eight months.

Itis a general order throughout the British Army that each man shall 
keep cleanly shaved when possible. Of course obedience to the strict 
letter of the order varies with the different regiments ; it depends largely 
on the officer commanding. But there are many battalions that adhere 
to it strictly except In the héat of attack, A company officer told me that 
his own men shaved daily even while occupying some capt red shell

trenches had been dug."’ 


An American Major’s View 
By Ring W. Lardner, in ‘‘Collier’s’’ 


“Daily shaving ought to be compulsory in our army as it is in the 
British, When a man hasn't shaved he isn'tat his best, physically, morally, 
or mentally. When he has he’s got more confidence in himself; his morale 
is better. Shaving has a psychological effect, and I try to impress my men 
with the importance of it. They say it's a difficult operation here, but 
1 guess if the Tommies can do it in the trenches, we can in these billets,’’

The liabilities to the public 
about $135,000,000, against which the 
bank holds a very strong reserve® of 
cash and liquid assets amounting to 
$77,000.000, or about 57 per cent., a 
slightly higher figure than last year. 
Of these assets no less than $19,500, 
000 are in Dominion notes, exclusive 
of the amount of such notes deposited 
in the central gold reserve; and in 
addition to the service performed by 
the carrying of this large amount of 
Dominion obligations the Union bank 
is also the holder of $9,361,000 of Do- 
minion
